Richter Sought to Get Inte U:S., 
| Says Engineer. 
| SAN FRANCISCO, March 27 
(INS)—An Austrian-born scientist 
who claims to have. produced 
cheap atomic energy in Argentina 
had been seeking to enter the 
United States, a former United 
States Army officer said today. 

Elmer G. Stahl, San Francisco 
engineer and former lieutenant 
colonel with American forces in 
Berlin in 1945, said he rescued 
Ronald Richter from the Russians 
who were at the time recruiting 
refugee technical experts. 

Stahl said Richter tried for 
‘three years to get into the United 


‘States but failed because of “stu- | 


|pidity somewhere in our State 
Department.” 

| Stahl said he heard of Richter 
soon after the Americans took 
cover the Steglitz section of Berlin. 
'He sent a truck which picked up 
the scientist and his family along 
with their household

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After listening to these sworn 
accusations, Mrs. Knauff, seem- 
ingly unruffled by the Govern- 
ment’s witnesses, took the witness 
chair and swore that: 

1. She had gone to the Czech 
mission at least twice and pos- 
sibly oftener to get her Czech 
passport revalidated and ex- 
tended. 

2. That her only business at 
the mission dealt with the 
passport extension, and she 
never discussed any other sub- 
ject with Col. Podhora or any- 
one else. 

3. She emphatically and re- 
peatedly denied that she had 
ever engaged in espionage ac- 
tivities for the Czech Govern- 
ment or any other government. 

4. Col. Podhora showed dis- 
tict animosity toward her in 
May 1948, she said, after she 
had sought a visa tq go to the 
United States, and therefore 
may have falsely told Maj. 
Kadane that she was a spy. 
Podhora “Rude,” Chided Her. 

Mrs. Knauff worked as a mon- 
itor wn.the civil censorship di- 
vision from May 1946 to August 
1947, when the division was abol- 
ished. Her job was to listen in 
on civilian telephone conversa- 
tions in order to report on Ger- 


other infractions of the military 
zone. 

She testified that she had visit- 
ed Col. Podhura twice at the mis- 
sion, and that he had been civil 
and considerate on these occa- 
sions, granting an extension of 
her passport for three-month 
periods, but that in May 1948 his 
attitude suddenly changed when 
she saw him. This was after her 
marriage the preceding February 
to Kurt W. Knauff, an American 
former G.I. employed with her at 
the censorship bureau, and after 
her decision to apply for Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

“Col. Podhura was rude to me,” 
she said. “He now called me a 
Westerner, and said the Czechs 
had never been good enough for 
me. ‘Now you're trying to go to the 
United States,’ he said to me, and 
then marked my passport non- 
extendable. He thought this would 
prevent me from going to the 
United States.” 

She added: “He had tried to 
invite me several times to go out 
with him but I didn’t.” Elaborat- 
ing later to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, she said she thought Col. 
Podhora may have become angry 
at her for refusing to go to parties 
with him, and. concocted the “spy 
story” in revenge. 


Kadane’s Testimony. 


The key Government witness 
was Kadane, a tall, slender man 
in his forties who spoke with a 
thick Czech accent. All questions 
by Feingold designed to bring out 
Kadane’s present address or place 
of employment were cut short by 
Chairman Clark, in sustaining the 
Government’s plea that such dis- 
closures would endanger Kadane’s 
personal security. 

Kadane served as deputy chief 
of the military mission before 
being elevated to chief. He said 
he is now under death sentence 
imposed by a secret Prague tri- 
bunal for deserting the Czech 
Government. 

Answering Noto’s questions de- 
liberately and with certitude, Ka- 
dane, attired in brown suit and 
blue shirt, testified that intelli- 
gence reports passed through his 
hands at the mission—reports 
dealing with political information, 
military data on the armies of 
occupation, and a variety of other 
information. 

“Did you ever see the code 
name Kobyla’?,”’ Noto asked him. 

“Yes, on several of the intel- 
ligence reports,” said Kadane in- 
stantly. 

“How do you know?” he was 
asked. 

“Sir, it was revealed to me in 
the spring of 1948 in a special

She became a Czech citi- 
zen by virtue of her marriage to 
a Czech, and thus for several 
years after the war maintained a 
Czech passport. 

Kadane said he replaced Pod- 
hora as chief of the mission and 
had charge of all espionage re- 
ports. After Communists had tried 
to kill him and his wife, he said, 
he quit the mission. 

Seated next to Noto during the 
hearing was Col. Gerald L. 
Church, chief of operations di- 
vision, security branch. When 
Kadane was asked questions about 
his employment and background, 
Noto obtained Col, Church’s sup- 
port for his successful contention 
that this line of inquiry was dan- 
gerous to Kadane’s security. 

Under cross-examination by 
Attorney Feingold, Kadane said 
he did not knuw, when he was at 
the mission, exactly what position 
Mrs. Knauff held in the United 
States Army of Occupation activ- 
ities. 

“This was a small matter,” he 
said next, when asked to indicate 
when the Justice Department first 
talked to him about the Knauff 
case. “I think it was several 
months ago. Maybe a year ago.” 

“Did you ever get any espionage 
information directly from Mrs. 
Knauff?” Feingold asked him. 

“No, I never did,” the witness 
said. 

Named As Source of Leak. 

Capt. Hacker, who was in uni- 
form, testified that late in 1947 
he received information in Frank- 
furt that Ellen Boxhornova was 
“dealing and associating with” 
Col. Podhora, who was known to 
United States intelligence agents 
to be engaged in espionage. 

“At that time,” continued Capt. 
Hacker, “there had been a leak of 
classified information from the 
civil censorship division, and Miss 
Boxhornova was named to me as 
a source of that. leak.” 

He went on to say that he had 
also discussed the matter with 
Maj. Kadane, at the latter’s home 
in Frankfurt, and that Kadane 
had told him Miss Boxhornova 
was giving classified information 
to the mission. A “pattern of in- 
formation” was evident, said 
Hacker, which satisfied him that 
the leakage was the work of a 
trained espionage agent, and that 
Ellen Boxhornova was that agent.

The New York Post 
last year interviewed Col. Ferjen- 
cik, now living in Chicago, and 
said in a story that the colonel 
had never seen any reports inim- 
icable to Mrs. Knauff. 

Ferjencik later told the Post- 
Dispatch he had had nothing to 
do with the Knauff case at any 
time, and would not necessarily 
have known of her even if she had 
— in any espionage activi- 
ties. 

Nc evidence was presented by 
the Government yesterday to 
show that Mrs. Knauff ever was 
paid for any of her alleged espi- 
nage activities. Former Attor- 
ney General Tom C. Clark, now 
on the Supreme Court, wrote a 
letter gfter issuing the exclusion 
order against Mrs. Knauff - in 
which he stated that he could 
see no alternative to excluding 
her because “she was formerly a 
paid agent of the Czechoslovakian 
Government.” 

The hearing yesterday was the 
first granted Mrs. Knauff. Clark 
'had excluded her without a hear- 
ing on the ground that a hearing 
would disclose the Government's 
sources of information. In over- 
ruling Clark and granting the 
hearing, Attorney General J. How. 
ard McGrath said that further 
developments had now made it 
possible to hold the hearing with- 
out endangering the lives of some 
of the Government's informants. 

The action of the New York 
Board of Special Inquiry in com- 
ing to Washington to hold the 
hearing was unusual. A Justice 
Department spokesman said this 
was done because of the unusual 
interest in the case.

MAJOR shake-up intended to 
A stiffen the Communist revolu- 

tionary forces in Indochina 
was reported yesterday by the 
Peiping radio, with implications 
that the Chinese Reds may now 
be calling the signals. 


A series of Peiping broadcasts 
indicated the Chinese might in- 
clude a gentle shelving of Ho Chi 
Minh, longtime Indochina Red 
chief, for a more active man. 


Ho's exact new role was not 
made clear, but Peiping reported 
he had been named “honorary 
chairman” of a new united revolu- 
tionary front called “Lienviet.” 


Moscow-trained Ho, a frail 
little man of 60, has been the 
active head of the old Vietminh 
“republic” whose guerrilla army 
is fighting the French-sponsored 
Vietminh government of the Em- 


peror Bao Dai. 


Ton Duc Thang, described by 


Peiping simply as an old Com- 


How soon, I inquired, could 
Gen. Sun put his men into an as- 
sault against the mainland of 
China, were the United States to 
provide adequate arms and am- 
munition with reasonable speed? 

“If we can get ourselves ready 
by autumn,” he said, “we can 
depend for food on some of the 
(China mainland) harvest. We can 
get ready by then, if help comes 
from America.” 

Like other Chinese leaders and 
most foreign observers here, Gen. 
Sun was confident that once his 
soldiers hit the China beaches 
“millions of Chinese will join us.” 
He has almost 500,000 men under 
his command and is personally 
running the Chinese Nationalist 
version of West Point. The young 
cadets drill daily on a sunny pa- 
rade ground just at the base of 
the Mountain of Success, in the 
Feng Shen range of central For- 
mosa. 

I inspected Gen. Sun’s cadets 
with him. I’ve seen his enlisted 
men in training. They need rifles, 
light and heavy machineguns, ar- 
tillery, training equipment and, 
desperately, ammunition. 

Standing Invasion Orders. 

Standing invasion orders for 
the Chinese Nationalist soldier 
today compel him to wait until 
an enemy is within 200 yards, in 
daylight, before shooting, and to 
hold his bullets against night at- 
tackers until they are 20 or 30 
yards away. 

Gen. Sun said about half his 
men had guns. He said he needed 
100,000 rifles immediately, and 
preferred Springfields. 

I saw. Chinese instructors, 
trained in America, holding out- 
door classes for the cadets, teach- 
ing them Communist battle tricks, 
infiltration and deception. I saw a 
detachment advance and take a 
hill under live fire. 

It was clear that these men 
were no amateurs. In most target 
practice mathematical triangula- 
tion is substituted for live bullets. 
One officer told me that the am- 


munist revolutionary, was named 
acting chairman of the Lienviet.

T is an honor to open this meet-

““ affairs of the American repub- 
lics. I am happy to extend to you 
a whole-hearted welcome to our 


On behalf of the 
I hope that this will be a most 
satisfactory and successful meet- 
ing. 

This is the fourth meeting of 
the ministers of foreign affairs of 
the American republics. This 
meeting, like the earlier ones, is 
held at a time of international 
danger. When the first meeting 
was held, in 1939, war had just 
broken out in Europe. As that 
conflict spread to nation after na- 
tion, and threatened to extend to 
all parts of the world, the for- 
eign ministers of the American 
republics held two more meetings 
in 1940 and in 1942 to plan a 
common course of action against 
the common danger. 

As a result of our concerted ef- 
forts, our countries did not be- 
come a theater of war. The na- 
tions of this hemisphere suc- 
ceeded in protecting the Amer- 
ican continents from _ invasion. 
And, as a result of our common 
efforts, the people of the Amer- 
icas were able to contribute 
power and resources which turned 
the tide against aggression and 
brought victory to the forces of 
freedom. 

Problem Arises Again. 

Today, we meet again to con- 
sider our common defense. We 
meet again to work out ways and 
means by which our united 
strength may be employed in the 
struggle for freedom throughout 
the world.

The international 
trade on which we are so de- 
pendent would be violently dis- 
rupted. Worst of all, we wou'cd 
be confronted by a hostile pow- 
er en the shores of the Atlantic, 
capable of using the great eco- 
nomic resources of our con- 
quered friends to strike across 
the ocean at our own inde- 
pendence. 


We must not and will not 
let that happen. We in the 
Western Hemisphere must help 
the free men of Europe who 
are resisting Soviet expansion. 


In the Far East, Communist 
imperialism presents us with 
another threat. There we see 
many new nations emerging, as 
our own countries once did, 
from colonial status to full in- 
dependence. For these new na- 
tions, we of the Western Hemi- 
sphere have the greatest feel- 


‘ing of fellowship. But Commu- 


nist imperialism has fallen upon 
these new nations with its 
weapons of internal subversion 
and external attack. It seeks to 
overpower them before they are 
strong enough to stand alone. 
If Soviet Communism were to 
be successful in this venture, it 
would be a terrible blow to the 
bright promise of the principles 
of freedom and peace which we 
uphold. The great manpower 
of Asia would become one of 
the instruments of the aggres- 


sive expansion of the Soviet 
system toward our own hemi- 
sphere. 


Both to the East, therefore, 
and to the West, we are con- 
fronted by great perils. Our 
future progress, our very sur- 
vival, lie in the defense of the 
world order of free nations of 
which we are a part. Our very 
existence depends upon the suc- 
cess of those principles which 
our countries stand for, and 
which we have supported in the 
United Nations. There is no 
safety for any of us in abandon- 
ing these principles. There will 
be no security in the world 
without the United Nations. 
Powerful and productive as the 
Western Hemisphere is, we can- 
not make it safe by building a 
wall around it. 

Instead of withdrawing into 
our hemisphere in a hopeless 
attempt to find security through 
retreat, we must concert our 
defenses and combine our 
strength in order to support 
men in Europe and Asia who 
are battling for freedom. That 
is the only course that can lead 
to security or peace or freedom 
for us or for men anywhere in 
the world. 

Recognition of this fact lies 
behind the aid the United 
States has given to the rebuild- 
ing of Europe. It lies behind 
the struggle the free nations

Prospect of Development. 
Experts believe that the infant 

power prospect may develop as 
follows: 

1. A large city using two bil- 
lion or more kilowatt hours 
could convert to atomic elec- 
tricity by investing perhaps 
$250,000,000 in processing and 
heat-producing plants that 
would annually consume 1000 
pounds of fuel (equal te 1,500,- 
000 tons of coal). 

2. These plants would create 
1120 to 1260 ‘pounds of new 
atomic fuel per year, or an 
annual net increase of 120 to 
260 pounds—five to twelve A- 
bombs. 

3. The saving on coal at $5 a 
ton plus the atomic fuel in- 
crease at $7500 a pound (its 
fuel value only) would amount 
to 3.3 to 3.8 per cent of the 
disproportionately large initial 
investment. 

4. Operating costs could be 
extremely low if the Govern- 
ment handled most of the fuel 
processing. 


chain reaction in a “blanket,” a 
foot to several feet thick, of the 
refined material that is to absorb 
spare neutrons to become fuel. 

The “blanket” is a considerable 
weight, and will be left out of 
the original atomic’ motors. 

For certain internal design rea- 
sons also atomic motors probably 
never will create as much fuel as 
they consume where maximum 
performance is sought for mili- 
tary purposes. 

Where space and performance 
per unit of weight are not at too 
| great a premium, large atomic 
motors can be fuel-producers. 
The most likely places for them 
are merchant ships and later rail- 
road locomotives. 

A large atomic robot plane, 
guided from a control ship towed 
100 yards or so in the rear, con- 
ceivably could be a fuel-producer, 
and could tow a fleet of gliders 
to form a sky freight train. 

Power Waste to Get Fuel? 

A possibility certain to receive 
serious consideration, if the fuel 
increase is more than a tiny frac- 
tion, is using atomic explosive to 
set up chain reactions for the sole 
purpose of creating new fuel, let-

an announcement that the United States is con- 
sidering an $80,000,000 military aid program in 
this hemisphere. If Washington does provide 
assistance, it should be sure of co-operation in 
return. 

In handing tanks or ammunition to sister na- 
tions, in the cause of freedom, the United States 
should be reasonably certain that their govern- 
ments know what freedom is. Otherwise the 
$80,000,000 could be a bad investment. 

Even 80 millions cannot be divided equally 
among 20 republics with any military effective- 
ness. A nation such as Brazil, which proved its 
capacity and willingness to fight as an ally in 
World War II, merits first consideration. 

Arms to defend freedom should go to govern- 
ments that accept some measure of freedom. A 
Peron Government, which buries freedom of 
the press and follows an authoritarian path, is 
an unreliable ally. 

Military aid provided for aggressive dictator- 
ships would create anxiety among their neigh- 
bors, just as democratic Uruguay has for years 
looked with misgiving upon the Peronista armed 
forces across La Plata. In the end money spent 
in this way might lead more to dissension than 
to unity. 

Finally, it would be tragic to freedom and to 
United States foreign policy if American weap- 
ons were used to entrench an authoritarian gov- 
ernment rather than to protect its people. 

Nearly any one of the New World nations 
would fight Communist aggression against this 
hemisphere, but as Mr. Truman said, the need 
today is “to combine our strength in order to 
support men in Europe and Asia who are bat- 
tling for freedom.” 

Military aid should go to sister republics who 
know where and why the weapons ought to be 
used. United States arms should never be avail- 
able for use against neighboring peoples or 
neighbor states. 


Hiding Behind the Law 

A typical don’t-stick-your-neck-out bureaucrat 
seems to have prepared the report of the alcohol 
tax unit of the Bureau of Interna] Revenue in 
connection with the Kefauver committee’s ob- 
servations on the Cairo liquor traffic. 

The alcohol tax unit does acknowledge that 
the mess is not as edifying as it might be, but it 
also goes into a legalistic argument about the 
difficulties of a clean-up. The impression is 
that the unit is not too eager to do more than 
is required of it by the narrow letter of the law. 
And those who run liquor from Cairo into the 
dry territory of the South are technically within 
the law. There are federal tax stamps on this 
liquor, and the “retail dealers” to whom it is 
ostensibly sold do show retail dealer stamps. 

The alcohol tax unit, however, does admit that 
it might require more positive proof of identity 
from these dealers. The Kefauver committee 
has pointed out that they are merely straw men 
who sign for the liquor which then becomes con- 
traband. The actual recipents of the stuff 
often are bootleggers hundreds of miles away, 
or they are liquor dealers who are evading the 
payment of state taxes. Anybody who has 
watched the trucks pulling out of Cairo at night 
needs no special shrewdness to guess that they 
are engaged in anything but legitimate, above- 
board trade. 

A legalistic attitude is also taken by the In- 
dustry’s Committee made up of the Washington 
representatives of the liquor industry. They 
too take refuge behind the fact that the Cairo 
post-Repeal bootleggers have federal permits 
and that some of their ostensible customers even 
have state licenses. But every aspect of the 
Cairo trade cries aloud that it is not a normal 
distribution of liquor to normal consumers. 

The alcohol tax unit may be right in urging 
Congress to pass new legislation against the 
shipment of liquor into dry areas. The industry, 
however, ought to be eager to clean up the 
trade. What goes on at Cairo is ammunition 
for those who are trying to dry up the country 
town by town and county by county. Maybe the 
promised grand jury investigation will be a goad 
to action.

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How Not to Make Democrats 

The kind of inexcusable foreign interference 
which makes West Germans who ought to be 
on the side of democracy boiling mad at the 
West is helping stall West Germany’s proposed 
new experiment in the control of the means of 
production. 

A co-determination act for the Ruhr, designed 
to give workers a voice equal to management in 
control of industry, was agreed to by industry, 
labor, and Chancellor Adenauer’s cabinet. But 
now it faces hard sledding in the Bundestag, 
after determined intervention by foreign capi- 
talists. 

The governments of France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg have protested 
the act strongly. The United States National 
Association of Manufacturers has joined in, re- 
ports Jack Raymond of The New York Times. 
So have other foreign private capitalists, who 
threaten to withdraw their investment capital. 

An excellent example of the manner in which 
Europe's international cartels operate and co- 
operate, Raymond was told by a German Ruhr 
spokesman that members of a giant Belgian 
steel concern, Arbed, had said Luxembourg in- 
dustry thinks the law is equivalent to expropria- 
tion. And Chancellor Adenauer’s personal ad- 
viser, Banker Baron Pferdmenges of Cologne, 
happens to be a member of the board of that 
same Arbed. 

This bit of slick ball-passing will be read 
by West Germany's workers as a joint conspiracy 
by West Europe's capitalists to sabotage what

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Schoolmen on Sports 

The National Education Association has 
put out a 100-page report on “Moral and 
ual Values in the Public Schools.” The re 
was prepared by a ttee including 
Eisenhower of Columbia, President Conant of 
Harvard and Prof. Grace of Chicago. It takes a 
dim view of sports on the campus. And it prob- 
ably would have been even stronger in tone had 
it been written after, rather than before the col- 
legiate basketball scandals which, apparently, 
have not yet run their full course. 


In sharp contrast with this report is the news 


that some New York students are rallying to 
the defense of their besmirched heroes. Instead 
of echoing the young Black Sox fan who im- 
plored: “Say it ain't so, Joe,” they have raised 
placards proclaiming: “We still love you!” Per- 
haps this gives some point to the educators’ 
complaint that: 

In a community where the civic offi- 
cials exploit publie office and misuse public 
funds, where the provision of justice is 
adapted to partisan political interests, 
where the police are venal and the courts 
corrupt, where parents and other citizens 
practice or condone dishonesty, no amount 
of effort, either by school or non-school 
agencies, is likely to make a sufficiently 
deep impression. 


Why argue whether the hen comes before the 
egg or vice versa, whether the school shapes 
the community or vice versa? In the light of 
the NEA’s complaints against sports evils, it 
is clear that the schools have a job to do. 

They need to ask themselves, first of all, 
whether they have taught their students to put 
honesty and honor ahead of money, security 
and ease. They need to ask themselves whether 
their twisted amateurism is not, at heart, a 
strong argument for hypocrisy. 

Schoolmen ought to go at least as far as Hey- 


' wood Broun, a sports writer, went in 1925 when 


he protested against that over-valuation of ath- 
letic prowess which blighted not only the whole 
life of “the man who dropped the punt,” but 
even a considerable portion of the life of “the 
brother of the man who dropped the punt.” 

They might ask themselves whether it is 
really wise to center more public attention on 
the play of boys than will ever again be cen- 
tered on their careers. Said Broun: 

To stumble in the spotlight never did 
anybody any good, and if the man who 
fails happens to be 19 years old he may 
get an ego bruise which will leave him 
permanently tender. And if he succeeds 
brilliantly he may be no better off. The 
American community is cluttered with in- 
effective young men who gave their souls 
to learn drop-kicking and then found there 
was no future in it. 

Perhaps it is too much to expect the school- 
men to relinquish sports to the professionals 
as Broun suggested. But they can act in the 
spirit of their own report. They can take school 
sports out of the realm of professionalism and 
return them to the realm of play. 

They can stop hiring stars and glamorizing 
them. They can stop putting on spectacles to 
rival Roman circuses. They can bring winning 
and losing back into perspective by de-empha- 
sizing championships, tournaments, national 
standings and the rest of the paraphernalia 
which, in some places, has made athletics con- 
siderably more important than education. 

Why not give learning instead of sports the 
benefit of ballyhoo and build-up? The results 


might be quite remarkable. 
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It’s Official 


March is a thoroughly unreliable sort of 
month, a wayward, uncouth, fickle jade which 
is fully capable of producing forsythia blossoms 
one minute and a foot of snow to bury them 
the next. The man who trusts March deserves 
whatever fate befalls him; and whatever it is, 
it will be nasty. 

No, a seductive day in March can’t be counted 
on to bring the spring. And neither can those 
old stand-bys which used to be reliable enough, 
like bock beer, or the muffled murmurs of “It 
looks like first division” blown north from Flor- 
ida, or that irresistibly waxing urge to contem- 
plate in prone position. All those things seem 
to be starting earlier than they used to; in 
fact, the last never really stops. 

The sure signal is flashed these days by the 
vice-president in charge of turning the valves 
at the Milles fountain. When the fish and the 
sprites and the rivers lose their woebegone 
winter-time grime in showers and splashing 
spray, then spring is in truth on the way. The 
waters are meeting again, and only the revolt- 
ingly provident would take time out to think 
about electric fans, lawn mowers and DDT. 
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Television Needs a Thaw 

The FCC’s tentative plan allowing for 2000 
television stations does not end the “freeze” 
on new stations, but it offers hope. After two 
and a half years of the enforced chill, the tele- 
vision industry ought to be thawed out in the 
interest of economic competition and better 
programming. 

In 1948, the Federal Communications Com- 
mission suddenly stopped licensing stations, 
largely for technical reasons. Before the indus- 
try had developed very far, the FCC discovered 
that its first division of the air waves did not 
prevent interference between stations. Also, the 
demand for stations was greater than the po- 
tential room for them. 

So the Commission began to look farther into 
the radio ether, into what is known as the 
ultra high frequency range. And there its en- 
gineers found space for possibly 70 more chan- 
nels, or 2000 stations in 1200 communities. The 
original plans called for 12 channels, or 400 
stations in 100 places. Today there are 107 
stations in 64 cities, with other applicants 
caught by the freeze. 

Hearings will begin on the FCC’s new al- 
location plans in May, and it is unlikely that 
the freeze will melt before fall. Undoubtedly 
there will be opposition to the Commission pro- 
posals—perhaps from some groups in televisiop 
which fear competition, or from those who are 
on the outside looking hopefully in and who 
want specific locations, or from commercial tele- 
casters who resent the reservation of a few 
channels for purely educational stations. 

Yet the freeze is of no benefit to television 
or its audience, and should be ended as soon

Accomplishments of present session add up to several noteworthy 
investigations and “great debate’ on foreign policy, but little major 
legislation has been passed; editorfal urges more vigorous leader- 
ship; nation faces, pressing interfational and domestic problems.

In weight and quantity, the word pro- 
duction of the Eighty-second Congress to 
date must have turned the ghost of that old 
assembly-line fictioneer, Dumas pere, quite 
bilious with envy. But in the kind of 
productivity calculated to fortify the na- 
tion for international struggles that lie 
ahead, the Eighty-second has made more of 
a do-little beginning than the “‘do-nothing” 
Eightieth. 

Great and incessant sounds come from 
Capitol Hill, and, via radio forums, news- 
Paper interviews, 
public addresses and 
television broadcasts, 
from the loquacious 
legislators. But let 
us consider what 
Congress is doing: 

1It will be

2. Permanent extension and expansion 
of rent control, essential to meet economic 
and social dislocation of partial mobiliza- 
tion?

They await the outcome of the 
“Great Debate,” although Eisenhower tes- 
tified that immediate military aid was even 
more important to implementation of the 
Atlantic treaty in the next few months 
than troops to Europe.

He related his criticism to an 
appeal for a review of the moral 
standards of government and for 
congressional action to “help our 


country reaffirm or re-establish a {da 


higher concept of public conduct.” 

“Our colleges, under extreme 
pressure from the alumni,” Ful- 
bright declared, “have become so 
intent upon winning football and 
basketball games that they use 
any means to gain their ends.” 

“They hire players who are not 
bona fide students,” he said, “and 
thus make a mockery, a farce of 
the whole concept of amateur 
sport for the health and enter- 
tainment of our young men. 

“They corrupt not only the 
hired players, but also the en- 
tire student body who learn from 
their elders the cynical, immoral 
doctrine that one must win at all 
costs. 

“A by-product of this doctrine, 
the necessity for big money, leads 
naturally to betting and to the 
shocking episode of the wide- 
spread bribery of basketball play- 
ers in New York.” 

Difficult to Blame Players. 

“I find it difficult to blame the 
players,” Fulbright said. “They 
are but following a logical se- 
quence of influences, beginning 
with the corrupting. of the sport at 
its source by pressure from the 
alumni.” . 

Back in the 1920s Fulbright was 
a halfback for the University of 
Arkansas under coaches George 
McClaren and Francis Schmidt. 
He still has a couple of trick 
knees as souvenirs of the gridiron. 

He was captain of the university 
tennis squad, learned a good 
game of golf, and as a Rhodes 
scholar at Oxford won a berth on 
an all-British lacrosse team that 
toured the United States. :

We must establish the 
principle of sharing our burdens 
fairly. We must act together to 
meet essential civilian needs, and 
at the same time we must act 
together to be sure that scarce 
supplies are limited to essential 
uses. We must try to prevent 
wild and speculative price move- 
ments in our international trade, 
whether in raw materials or man- 
ufactured products. 

Our defense needs are not, of 
course, limited to the things that 
go into the making of weapons. 
We need to build up our economic 
strength in a much broader way. 
It is essential to our security 
that we constantly enlarge our 
economic capacity. Our defense 
meeds -include, in many areas, 
more food, better education and 
better health services. They in- 
clude, in certain cases, the build- 
ing of roads, dams or power 
plants. 

We must remember that the 
real strength of the free nations 
lies in the will and determination 


_to consider that there is compe- 
tition in power as well as weap- 
ons, and that great prestige will 
accrue to the country that uses 
the energy to raise either its own 
living standards or the standards 
of backward areas under its in- 
fluence. 

The present decision of the 
commissioners, therefore, is that 
atomic power must be pushed 
ahead at every opportunity, and 
that the yield of the fuel-increas- 
ing method must be considered 
a by-product of power. 

Should atomic power fail to 
take hold despite its lures and 
advantages, however, the use of 
explosive solely to create more 
explosive almost certainly would 
have to be adopted eventually. 

What cannot be overlooked is 
that the fuel increase is in addi- 
tion to that obtained by present 
methods, since the increase comes 
in materials that are now useless 
(uranium waste and_ thorium, 
|which has no natural explosive). 

That is why uranium waste

ANY people have taken to using capsules or tablets 
M every night or so to put them to sleep. These capsules 

come in quite a flashing assortment of colors and color 
combinations. All contain some close relative of a barbiturate. 

The original barbiturate, veronal, was invented and 
made in 1903 by two Germans, chemist Emil Fischer and-Dr. 
Josef von Mering. It was then hailed as a great drug for 
safely controlling sleep. While veronal and its many deriva- 
tives are safe in medical hands, there is no safety in them 
when they are taken promiscuously by laymen.

BARBITURATE POISONING causes about one-fifth of 
all known fatal accidental poisonings in the United States. 
Twelve years ago, these drugs produced only one-eighteenth 
of all posisonings. About half of the women killed by poison- 
ing die from barbiturates. Many cases of sleeping pill overs 
doses don’t ever land in officials tables because the victims 
were fortunate enough to recover. 

Sleeping capsules and pills can be deadly in untrained 
hands for several reasons. They are easily habit forming. 
When you take a sleep inducing drug every night at bedtime 
for awhile, it is very hard to go to sleep without taking it. 
Some people reach a state of chronic intoxication—chronic 
barbiturate poisoning—with such symptons as trembling hands, 
flashes of anger without excuse, seeing things that aren't 
there, and drunken staggering with thick speech. These do 
not, of course. come on all at once. 

Or you may be one of those people who have to increase 
the dose to get to sleep. 

Or, after taking one sleeping capsule, you may become 
drowsy and forget that you've already taken it and then pro- 
ceed to gulp down all the rest in the box while in that semi- 
drunk state. That can kill you with the probable verdict being 
suicide when you are found. 

* 

IT IS A FEDERAL OFFENSE for drug stores to sell bar- 
biturates and such sleeping drugs over the counter without a 
prescription. It is a federal offense to sell more as a “refill” 
on the first prescription. Official reasoning maintains, under 
the labeling laws, that correct labeling of such drugs is not 
possible without a doctor’s presctiption and that the prescrip- 
tion applies only to amount called for. But the present law 
is poorly worded, although enforceable. There is a great 
need for a stronger statute clearly prohibiting over-the- 
counter sale of sleep-inducing drugs and other medicines 
which can be dangerous if used by people who don't know all 
about them. 

When you have the same prescription refilled again and 
again without your doctor’s knowledge, you are a candidate 
for tomorrow's obituary headline.

Waffles 
Good Choice 


For Supper 


By Edith M. Barber 


AFFLES for supper tonight! 
W That’s usually good news for: 

the family. And they are a 
very good choice when the meat 
budget has been stretched to 
bursting. We can make a little 
meat go much farther if we com- 
bine it with a cream sauce and 
serve it over waffles. 


Creamed § frizzled beef, for 
which the recipe was given re- 
cently, is even more delicious with 
the waffles than it is on toast or 
with rice or noodles. It is amaz- 
ing how far a quarter of a pound 
will go, and give that characteris- 
tic flavor to the sauce. Just be 
sure your sauce is not too thick. 
Creamed mushrooms or a rich 
cheese sauce over waffles are 
other suggestions for the main 
course, : 


If we mix up plenty of batter, 
we can make the waffles serve a 
double purpose, as accompanied 
by sirup, honey or cinnamon and 
Sugar wé have a sweet for the 
end of the meal. If we have an 
electric waffle “iron,” we can 
bake at the table and have the 
waffles hot and crisp. We still 
use the term “jron” although oth- 
er metals are used in the con- 
struction. If we have plenty of 
shortening in the batter, there 
should be no necessity for greas- 
ing the utensil, although you may 
like to use a very little fat for 
the first waffle. If you like your 
waffles crisp, be liberal with the 
use of shortening which you put 
into the batter. By the way, a 
test for “doneness” is to note 
when steam no longer escapes at 
the edges. At this point, the waf- 
fles should be golden brown with 
a tender but crisp crust. 


Fluffy Waffles. 


Two cups sifted flour, one 
tablespoon sugar, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
one and one-fourth cups milk, 
two egg yolks, well beaten, one- 
fourth cup melted shortening, 
two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 


Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Add milk to well beaten egg 
yolks. Stir in melted shortening 
and stir liquid quickly into flour 
mixture. Fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Bake in preheated 
waffle iron. Yield: Six servings.

Playing Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. 


Morehead 


NE of the skill factors in Ca- 
QO nasta is knowing when and 
how to use your wild cards. 
It is bad to waste them indis- 
criminately—but it is also bad 
to cling to them when they could 
better be put to immediate use. 
Early in the play the principal 
value of wild cards—and espe- 
cially jokers—is to hélp you make 
the initial meld for your side. For 
example, your side needs 90 when 
you are dealt this hand: 


Your partner dealt and turned 
a black three. He coveféd it with 
a séven (in accordance with the 
new laws); then your right-hand 
opponent drew from stock and 
discarded a nine. Should you take 
the measly three-card pack in or- 
der to meld 90 with joker, three 
nines, and the upcard? 

Ordinarily you wouldn't be in a 
hurry to pick up a three-card 
pack and make a meld that means 
reducing your hand by three 
cards. But there are several con- 
siderations that make it desirable 
here. One is the fact that your 
hand includes two jokers. The 
more jokers you have, the less 
likely it is that your partner has 
one. For that reason, he may not 
be able to make 90 at all, or he 
may be able to do so only at con- 
siderable expense in cards. You 
may bring him into the game 
that much sooner if you relieve 
him of the necessity of making 
the minimum count. 


The second reason is that four 
nines give you a canasta base, and 
whenever you can make that first 
canasta you have the option of 
playing either way—for the pack, 
or for a fast out. 

A third reason is that you will 
not have injured your hand in 
spite of having made the meld. 
In return for the three nines— 
the only cards that would let you 
take the pack—you now have an- 
other pair—the sevens. In addi- 
tion, if the opponents neglect to 
freeze the pack (for the good 
reason that there isn’t any pack 
to freeze right now) you'll be 
able to take the pack with a sin- 
gle matching natural card and a 
wild card. 

Finally, with a comparatively 
poor hand for pack-taking, you 
will have delayed the building of 
a pack. 


Question: I understand that in 
Samba, unlike Canasta, you are 
still permitted more than one 
meld by the same side in the same 
rank. Does this mean that you 
may not add natural cards to a 
canasta you have already com- 
pleted, but can meld them onlv 
if you make another meld in that 
rank? 

Answer: You may add them to 
a completed canasta. But if you 
are able to meld three of them 
it may pay you to start a new 
meld in the “same rank; who 
knows, you may even be able to 
build a second canasta.

“7 ASKED OUR PHYSICIAN and he said there was no 
medical reason why they shouldn't wed. Our pastor opposed 
the idea but couldn't give any reason against it. What do 
you say?” 

From a purely biological point of view there would be no 
objection to your daughter marrying her uncle, if—and note 
this IF—the family stock is sound and free from defects. 
Only a physician could tell you. They would have difficulty 
in marrying legally in the United States—such a marriage is 
prohibited by law in every state except Pennsylvania, I 
believe. 

In my counseling experience I have been called on to deal 
with only one such marriage. That was a case parallel to the 
one you suggest, Mrs. G.—a girl married her uncle. They 
were not happy; that is why they consulted me after some 
years of marriage.

IF YOUR DAUGHTER should make this marriage, I 
think she would be on the defensive about it as long as she 
lives, and her children would always be frying to hide the’ 
facts.

OULD you use an early copy 
(Cor “Pilgrim’s Progress” or a 

recent one of “The Egg And 
I"? Mrs. Roosevelt's autobiogra- 
phy or a volume on “Steam Tur- 
bines”? Darwin's “Origin Of The 
Species,” a Rudy Vallee recording 
of “The Pig Got Up And Slowly 
Walked Away,” or an original car- 
toon by Fitzpatrick? 

All this and infinitely more will 
be up for sale at the Book Fair, to 
be held at Leon Harrison Hall, 
5017 Washington boulevard, on 
April 18 and 19, for the benefit 
of the Nursery Foundation. In 
its second edition, the Book Fair 
is expected to surpass its last 
year’s record of 23,000 “twice-sold 
tales” which brought in a profit 
of $2500 for the interracial pre- 
kindergarten center. Budget prices 
again will prevail with most of 
the books selling for 10 cents to 
50 cents, first editions for a dollar 
or two, and original paintings and 
drawings donated by St. Louis 
artists for a top price of $15. 

At the moment, the basement of 
6450 Cecil place, home of Mrs. 
Eric Newman, chairman and orig- 
inator of the Book Fair, looks like 
a large scale lending library and 
curiosity shop. With her commit- 
tee members who are doubling 
these days as pricers, stackers, 
and packers, she is gradually mak- 
ing order out of the chaos of 
encyclopedias, light fiction, and 
slightly used objets d’art. 

The origin of the Book Fair 
goes back to a casual conversa- 
tion between Mrs. Newman and 
a friend who visited here several 
years ago. 

“We were talking, just aimless- 
ly,” attractive, dark haired Mrs. 
Newman recalled, “and she began 
telling me about the fun she'd 
had giving a book fair for com- 
bined charities in the New Jersey 
town where she lived. It was a

small town but they’d collected 
enough books to clear $500 or 
$1000. 

“I thought it was a marvelous 
idea and as far as I knew, no one 
had given a Book Fair here for 
some time. I believe the Junior 
League had had one a long time 
ago. Also, I knew of the Nurserv 
Foundation, which had not as yet 
been taken into the Community 
Chest, and I knew they were 
eager to raise money for their 
project.” 

Mrs. Newman and her commit- 
tee sent out postcards to their 
friends, publicized the fact that 
they were looking for books, any 
books at all, and soon contribu- 
tions began to arrive. Committee 
members priced and packed them 
but left them uncatalogued on 
the theory that people would buy 
more if they could roam around 
and‘look at everything—“just as 
you do in a supermarket,” said 
Mrs. Newman. 

“After we'd gotten all the 
books,” one committee member 
recalled, “our husbands came in 
and looked at them and said, 
*You’ve done a wonderful job of 
collecting but who in the world 
is going to buy them?’” 

People did buy them, however, 
even old, out of date, dry, dusty 
looking volumes. Students came 
looking for text books, scholars 
and collectors for rare volumes 
or one certain book to complete 
a set. And people came from all 
over the city just to stock up on 
reading material. 

Books that were not sold were 
disposed of as scrap paper, but 
most of the 23,000 sold at a profit 
~ $2500 for the Nursery Founda- 
tion. 

“Even better than that,” says 
Mrs. Newman, “were the reac- 
tions of some of the people who 
were so obviously grateful to us 
for giving the sale. One little old 
lady came up to me with tears 


in her eyes and said, ‘Never have 
I been able to affard such a fine 
book.’ It was a copy of Goethe, 
nicely bound, for 25 cents.” 

One incentive at last year’s 
fair was the presence of St. Louis 
authors who autographed their 
own books. This year, Mrs. Charl- 
ton MacVeigh is in charge of ac- 
quiring original works from St. 
Louis artists to be donated and 
priced at bargain rates, none to 
exceed $15. Among artists who 
have contributed are Charles 
Quest, Werner Drewes, Aimee 
Schweig, Bernice Bechtenstein, 
Blanche Claggett, Ollie Langen- 
berg, Wallace Smith, Mrs. Belle 
Cramer, Dorothy Pflager, Albert 
Aloe, and the aforementioned D. 
R. Fitzpatrick, noted  Post- 
Dispatch political cartoonist.

As was ably shown in the ori- 
ginal article, East's ruff of the 
third club lead was a _ serious 
error! With two tricks home, East 
should have seen that he was as- 
sured of two more tricks, in 
trumps, if he simply took the 
pains to stop declarer from taking 
two finesses through East's trump 
combination. The way to do that, 
obviously, was to keep declarer 
from twice reaching the dummy, 
and the way to do that was for 
East to discard a diamond on the 
third club! 

If East takes the pains to vis- 
ualize the over-all picture, it is 
not at all difficult for him to 
wage the proper defense. He 
should see that after he reduces 
to one diamond, declarer can 
reach dummy only once, and when 
a spade is led from dummy East 
simply puts in the nine. Then, no 
matter what South's hand is, he 
cannot prevent East from winning 
two trump tricks, and defeating 
the contract. 

It will repay readers to study 
this situation and see for them- 
selves the vast difference between 
East's ruffing the third club and 
his discarding a diamond on the 
trick.
